Today Mayor Bell and the members 
of the city council were given an op­ 
portunity to view the efficiency of the 
city fire department.. They witnessed 
with pride the work of Chief Johnson’s 
men and congratulated themselves on 
the possession of a volunteer fire de- 
wrtment whose members were capable 
of exhibiting the skill and training of 
paid men in larger departments. 


The firemen’s annual review, when 
an exhibition of the work of the fire­ 
men is seen and an inspection of the 
department’s equipment is permitted, 
occurred this afternoon.

Did Mot llclo iif to the Sam« Body Nor 
Kven the Same Animal, Says Dr. Allport. 
• Professor of Comparative Anatomy In 
the Northwentern tTiilverslty»Makes a 
Mistake In Identifying Some Bones Him ­ 
self, but Is Positive as to the State's 
Colleetloa. 
Ctilcago, Oct. 1.—There was but one 
witne9B on the stand in the Luetgert 
trial yesterday, and at the conclusion of 
the session the state announced that It 
would in all probability keep him on the 
stand for the greater portion of today. 
The witness was Dr. W. H. Allport, the 
expert who 
testified for the defense 
Wednesday that the femur clalnied by 
the state as the femur of a woman is in 
reality tho femur of a hog. 
The state 
had prepared a warm crom-examination 
for him and toward the latter portion 
of the aftrnoon session it succeeded in 
catching him in a trap. Professor A ll­ 
port, who is one of thè professors of 
the Northwestern university, was not 
like Professor Dorsey, the state*» “bono- 
logical” expert, who when usked to 
identify bones he had not had time to 
study over, would refuse to give an 
opinion. Allport xvas asked to identify 
a bone not formerly in evidence—one he 
had never seen before—and he said it 
was from a monkey. The state lawyer, 
however, said it was from a dog. 


AlliMirt m Gomi Defeii»« WitneAM. 


The state is bound to break down 
Allport's 
testimony, 
for he made a 
slashing attack on Dorsey's statements, 
and he also declared his belief that the 
alleged tenn)oral bone was a fraud and 
attempt 
to 
manufacture 
testimony. 
Dorsey was very sure this temporal 
bone waa human and Allport »aid it 
was not a temporal bone at ail. 
So 
Dorsey sat at the state lawyer’s elbow 
and.through the lawyer cross-examined 
AUport. 
This was not. all Dr. Allport 
■aid that was hard on the state theory, 
lie declared that the phalanx from the 
vat might Just as easily come from a 
lower animal as from a human iieing. 
This was another direct contradiction of 
the state's testimony. During the doc­ 
tor's testimony Judge Tuthill again took 
a hand. 
*‘We can’t spend all morning 
on lessons In comparative anatomy." aaid 
his honor. 
“This explanation is not 
called for at this time." Attorney Vin­ 
cent objected to the remarks of the 
court and waa overruled. 


That All«g«Nl Temporal Bonr. 


With reference to the alleged temporal 
bone the witness pointed out a spongy 
mass on one side of the bone, which he 
declared was never found in a bone 
from a homo. 
''Every human bone of 
this character would, when held up to 
tho sun, show a spot of light. This is 
absent in this bone,'* declared the wit* 
iiesa H e held the bone in his hand, il­ 
lustrating his words. 
Continuing, the 
witness gave a full doien other reasons 
why he was positive the bone was not 
human. Then he capped the climax and 
astonished 
the Judge 
by declaring: 
“This Is not the temporal bone of a 
human being or of the lower animals. 


The Judge inquired in an astonished 
manner: 
"Do you say this bone is not 
the temporal bone from the lower ani 
mais, either?” 
**It I» not. 
It is not a 
temporal bone at all.”

for Whittier’s song, "W e Are Coming, 
Father Abraham, Three Hundred Thou 
sand Strong,” is an old and somewhat 
decrepit piano tuner, who carries on his 
business near Windom, Minn. 
His 
name is A. B. Irving. 


One day soon after Lincoln’s call for 


800.000 more men, Irving, then a young 
man, was on his way to Defiance, O. 
from Fort Wayne for the purpose of 
singing at a political and loyal meeting 
He had considerable reputation as 
composer and singer and the Republic 
ans had asked him to come and help 
them. On the way he read the poem 
which had just been published. Irving 
studied it, formulated a tune, hummed 
it and got the rhythm, and that even 
ing at the Defiance meeting he sang 
the song for the first time. 
When he 
had linislied, and the last echoes had 
died away, men mounted their chairs 
with wild enthusiasm, swnmg their 
hats and broke loose in cheers that raii( 
with feeling. He sang it again an< 
again, and they would scarcely let him 
rest. 


The next might he sang the song at 
Fort Wayne, and again aroused the 
same enthusiasm. He wrote out the 
music and sesit it to the publisher who 
had handled what he had compose« 
with instructions to publish it on his 
usual terms of royalty It was publish 
ed, and inside of a month more than 
40.000 copies had been sold. In a few 
days the publisher failed and Irving 
never received a dollar for the music.— 
New York Sun.

the robbers decamped with W ella-Fargo 
A Co.'s Ik>x which, however, contained 
nothing of value. From the description 
furnished of the tw'O robbers they are 
supposed to be the pair w'ho recently 
held the Ukiah stage and killed Mr.
